He told the Conservative 
party’s annual convention that 
these security proposals will be 
presented in greater detail to 
the Russians at the Big Four 
foreign ministers’ meeting in 
Geneva Oct. 27 

Macmillan said that to make 
progress in Geneva the West 
ern ministers must try to un 
derstand the attitude of Russia, 
which had suffered “terrible in- 
juries” at German h&nds dur- 
ing the war.

T. IS NOT: SURPRISING THAT 
the federal-provincial conference 
could reach no final agreements on 
the distribution of Canadian tax 
fields. This problem is so compli- 
cated and so weighted with local 
politics that more study will be 
needed to solve it. But two results 
of the conference seem to be defi- 
nitely established. 

First, the Federal Government 
has resisted a threatened provincial 
raid on the national treasury. It is 
willing to alter the distribution of tax 
fields; it will not pay in total to the 
provinces, by subsidies or federal tax 
exemptions, more than*it is paying 
now, 

This year’s payment, in subsidies, 
is $320 millions. The amount will 
rise, of course, with the rise in na- 
tional income and hence of all gov- 
ernmental revenues. But beyond this 
prospective increase Ottawa is not 
prepared to go. » 

If it were to_pay more subsidies, 
or alternatively increase its proposed 
federal tax exemptions where prov- 
inces collect their own direct taxes, 
then its own revenue base would be 
threatened. In simpler terms, the 
Federal Government: béfleves that it 
must continue to use its present share 
of the. nation’s tax-paying capacity 

The. provinces naturally would 
like to get a larger share for them- 


selves and they are at liberty to take “* 


a larger share by levying high taxes 
on income, and corporation profits 
Ottawa cannot impose any limit on 
their collections. It says only that 
it wiJ exempt provincial taxpayers 
from federal taxes to the amount of 
ten per cent in the case of the in- 
come tax and 8‘ per cert in the 
case of the corporation tax 

If the provincial rates are fixed 
above those levels the provincial tax- 
payer must endure double taxation 
on the same income 

Few provinces, if any, will care 
to impose such double taxation. No 
taxpayer will wish to see it imposed 
And all taxpayers should remember 
that however taxes are imposed, 
whether by federal or provincial 
authority, he will pay the bill. Any 
increased payment by Ottawa to the 
provinces would come out of his 
pocket 

The second result of the confer- 
ence .is equally significant. A tax 
system modeled roughly on. the 
Rowell-Sirois Report has definitely 
broken down 

Until last year 
Federal Government hoped that 
Quebec would join the other nine 
provinces, rent its basic tax fields to 


the or two the 


Ottawa and accept subsidies in re- 
turn. Now it is realized that Quebec, 
led .by Mr. Duplessis or any other 
premier, will never accept those ar- 
rangements for reasons much deeper 
than finance. 

Quebec feels so strongly opposed 
to what it considers an invasion. of 
its “autonomy” that it has volun- 
tarily refused huge sums of money 
($30_. millions this year) which it 
could have secured in subsidies. 

The effect of Quebec's isolation 
from the general tax structure of the 
nation is unfortunate. It tends to 
emphasize and exacerbate the differ- 
ences between the two major Cana- 
dian races. It provides a talking 
point for every Quebec demagogue 
and isolationist, Undoubtedly most of 
the arguments used against the tax 
agreements are false-but—they—are 
damaging just the same. 

Accordingly, the Federal Govern- 
ment has abandoned-any hope of per- 
suading Quebec to join the other 
provinces and that is the main reason 
for its new policy. Since some other 
provinces will now collect their own 
basie- taxes, as Quebec does, French 
Canada, in a fiscal will no 
longer be isolated 

Moreover, the heavy 
long accepted by Quebec’ will be 
ended. Quebec taxpayers are no 
longer double-taxed, because Ottawa 
exempts them from federal taxes to 
the amount of their provincial taxes 
As Quebec is a “have-not” province 
in statistical terms—that is to say 
poorer per capita than the national 
average—it will bé entitled to certain 
federal assistance, along with other 
poor provinces 

Unhappily all these arrangements 
have been widely misunderstood in 
some sections of the press. It has 
been_reported that some specia! deal 
or “bonus” is provided for Quebec 
In fact, the same formula applies to 
every province. None is given special 
treatment 

The British Columbia Govern- 
ment, desiring to spend far more 
money per capita than any in (¢ 
ada, is dissatisfied with the new ar- 
rangements, which fail to provide it 
with large new sums from the fed- 
eral treasury. Will Mr. Bennett pro- 
ceed to levy provincial income and 
corporation taxes above the federal 
exemption level and double-tax this 
province? 

When we. already are paying ‘he 
highest taxes in the nation, under a 
Government pledged to tax reduction 
it seems improbable that Mr. Ben- 
nett will add to them. His plans will 
be awaited with interest

New Prosperity, Wider Gap 


M® HENRY FORD II HAS PRE- 
dicted a ‘‘new higher plateau” 
of presperity for the American econ- 
omy in the immediate future. He 
supports his opinion with the an- 
nouncement of a record $500,000,0U00 
expansion program for his company 
in 1956 

His forecast seems amply justi- 
fied by the tenth annual report of 
the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development. Re- 
leased last month, that report stated 
the world has reached a higher level 
of prosperity than at any time in re 
cent history 

Th: overall economic picture is 
cheering. Employment and output 
of goods have reached record propcr- 
tions in the United States. The 
workshops of Europe are blisy and 
even in the less advanced areas of 

- Asia, Africa and parts of Latin- 
America higher incomes are the rule. 

Bui there is a cloud on this bright 
horizon. . While the more advanced 
countries have been moving to higher 
peaks of prosperity they have so far 
outstripped the backward areas that 
although the latter are making prou- 
gress the gap between the “haves” 
and “have-nots” is widening. The 
rich ar: getting richer. The poor are 
merely not quite. so poor as they 
were. 

This is a negative view of condi- 
tions which are improving virtually 
all over the globe, but it is one that 
deserves attention. 

It is natural enough to find the 
countries with industrial experience 
and training forging “ahead more 
rapidly than those to which indus- 
trialization is new. And given time 
the latier might be expected to pro- 
gress in a way to narrow the gap 
now apparent in living standards, 
Such might be the norma! develop- 
ment if the world-wide process of 


improvement was allowed to continue 
without interference 

With present ideological rivatries 
there is little hope of non-interfer- 
ence. Communism has capitalized on 
the discrepancy between living stand- 
ards of the “haves” and those of the 
“have-nots.” The doctrine made in 
Moscow has been used to impress 
backword countries with the pros- 
pect of quick attainment of maxi- 
mum living standards through its 
adoption. The fact that communism 
has not produced such results in na- 
tions where it has been accepted or 
imposed is of little importance to 
its advocates. They know that the 
people of less advanced nations have 
little opportunity to see and comnare 
at first hand the results of the rival 
systerns. And they continue to fan 
the flames of discontent among those 
who, better off than they were, ap- 
pear to be losing ground against the 
leaders in the climb to higher pros- 
perity. 

The resulting attitude in. many 
parts of Asia, Africa and Latin-Am- 
erica is one that must be recognized 
by the peoples of North America and 
Europe It bespeaks patience and 
understanding on the part of those 
of us who are more fortunate. As 
we look forward to the new higher 
plateau of prosperity, we will do well 
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As Our Readers See It

Brentwood and Its Water 


By JOHN WINDSOR 


"THE people of Brentwood are worried 

about the future of their water 
and are anxiously awaiting 
to two questions. Will the Fed- 
eral government turn over the Elk Lake 
system to the Brentwood Water Board, 
and what wil] Victoria’s attitude be with 
regard to water rights? 
1870's, Victoria 
water rights to Elk 
many years the city’s water came irom 
there. Soon after the turn of the cen 
tury however, new sources of supply 
were decided upon, and since that Ume 
nearly fifty years ago, Victoria has drawn 
no water from Elk Lake. 

During the last war the 
Government put through a pipe line from 
the lake to supply the thousands of men 
stationed at Pat Bay and because of Vic 
toria’s water rights, the government has 
since paid the city one thousand dollars 
per annum 

The Brentwood Water District, form 
ed some ago, receives water 
from this system and is naturally con 
cerned with Ottawa's decision lo abandon 
Elk Lake 

It seems probable that Brentwood, as 
the only area at present using Elk Lake, 
will be. allowed to take over and run the 
system, but what Victoria's attitude on 
the water rights will be, ig more doubt- 
ful. It was fair and just that it should 
have been given water rights when it 
was dependent on Elk Lake for its supply, 
but that day has long since passed, and 
Victoria should yield its rights to those 
dependent on the lake for

Given assurance of a good water 
supply at reasonable rates, the district 
will continue to grow rapidly, which will 
mean more and more Brentwood dollars 
going to Victoria, It would be most un- 
wise of Victoria, well aware as it is of 
the merits of good publicity, to endanger 
its relations with some of its best cus- 
tomer’s over such a small matter. 

We are quite sure Mr. Harrison and 

aldermen will merit the confidence 
the voters have placed in them by 
handling this matter with the imagin- 
ation’ and generosity that will result in 
increasing benefits to all concerned.

“ON Wedhesday we wrapped up the “Why 
Johnny Can't Read” series in The Times, 

together with the camment of local teachefs, 

We hoped that we'd been able to stimulate 
@ little more thought on what our schools 
are doing and what they are trying to do in 
one important field. And we've had an op- 
portunity to weigh in part, through opinion 
expressed by letter writers, the public’s re- 
action. 

As usual, when opinions 
differ, most of the’ readers 
picked up sides—and most 
were for Dr. Flesch and 
against the local school 
teachers. 

Because controversy has 
an_ inclination to create 
militant partisanship, and 
because militancy often 
seeks to define a personal 
target, some of the sharpest 
criticism was directed at 
the writer of the teachers’ comment. The 
actual writing was done by one person to 
establish coherence, but the material: was a 
joint effort 

And in my opinion, which may. be biased 
by friendship, the writer is one of the nicest 
guys in the profession. He wrote in the style 
he did in an effort to sustain readership, Ap- 
parently he succeeded 

Maybe it would have been better to attack 
the body of the argument for exclusive use 
of phonics rather than the actual Flesch. 
Maybe the teachers’ position would have been 
stronger, too, if they'd given greater emphasis 
to the fact that they used “word recall” as 
part of their combined technique in teaching 
reading, but only as a part. Still, the teachers 
were given a free hand and they followed the 
course they chose 

But whichever side you were on, one para- 
graph by the teachers should appeal to you 
and ought to bring action 

“If Dr. Flesch’s articles have disturbed 
you,” the teachers said, “then you don’t know 
what is going on in the school. You are most 
cordially invited to visit the school and see 
what happens there.”

Quick Diagnosis

ALL THROUGH THE AGES WISE AND 
thoughtful physicians have wished that peo- 
ple would not always expect an immediate 
diagnosis, but would understand and be pa- 
tient and even particularly appreciative, when 
the doctor says frankly and honestly, “I can- 
not yet say what is the matter.” 

Commonly, when a person goes to a 
physician feeling tired or below par, or suf- 
fering from some indiges- 
tion or abdominal discom- 
fort, the doctor cannot. say 
right off what the trouble 
is. Usually, he goes ahead 
and studies the situation, 
making tests that are nec 
essary to rule out serious 
disease, such as a smoul- 
dering infection or cancer. 

Perhaps he finds no sign of 

disease, and then, still, he 

may be puzzled and unable 

to say just what has gone wrong. Some 
times he has to wait for some days or weeks 
until some new symptoms appear to clarify 
the diagnosis 

Whenever I am puzzled as to a diagnosis, 
or when I am unable to say which one of 20 
possible diagnoses is the correct one, I like 
to confess my ignorance. I think this is best 
for the patient, ‘and I know it is best for me 
and my mental and scientific development. 
If, for years, I had taken the easy way out, 
and had often made some senseless but nice 
sounding diagnosis, I fear I soon would have 
wound up unconscious of the fact that I was 
commonly fooling myself as well as the pa- 
tient. Only the man who daily admits -his 
lack of knowledge can keep growing intel- 
lectually.

tients accept such frankness and like it. 
Doubtless, some of the less intelligent ones 
will look down on the honest doctor as an 
ignoramus, but this probability has to be 
accepted philosophically 
I have discussed this problem often with 
my graduate students, and have advocated 
truth-telling; but usually their impression has 
heen that. since the patient is likely to despise 
the doctor who admits. that he cannot tell 
immediately what is wrong, it is the part of 
wisdom and prudence always to give some 
sort of a diagnosis, usually in some term that 
does not mean much, if it means anything 
Osler used to call these stop-gap diagnoses 
“cloaks for ignorance,” and, as he would go 
on to say, from time to time the fashion in 
cloaks for ignorance changes just like the 
fashion in women's cloaks changes! This is 
so true.

called dropped or ptosed stomachs must be 
causing the nervous discomforts of always- 
sickly women, and soon surgeons were stitch- 
ing many a stomach up where they thought 
it should stay

operation” for “dropped stomachs 
became a popular diagnosis.

of living with an alcoholic husband. But the 
physician (1) hasn't the time, or (2) if he 
did take the time, the woman might well go 
away angry and dissatisfied and 
raged. (3) Usually women will hate to pay 
$10 fowa half-hour of kindly and honest ad 
vice, when she will gladly pay $500 for an 
ill-advised and futile operation. 

It is sad that such patients put a terrific 
temptation in the way of the young physi- 
cians, just out of college, to treat nervous 
patients not as they should be treated but 
as they want to be treated and as they will 
gladly pay to be treated.

(Reuw- 
ters) — The Conservative party, 
after one of the most bitter de- 
bates in its history overwhel- 
mingly passed a resolution Thurs- 
day praising Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Richard A. Butler's tough 
mo iey policies 

Only about 20 of the 4,000 dele- 
gates present voted against the re 
solution 

The debate was sparked by rep- 
resentatives of sections of ‘the 
country whose business has bern 
hard-hit by overseas competition 
and speakers on behalf of infla- 
tion-struck,- fixed-income groups 

Butler's speech at the an- 
nual party convention foreshad- 
owed early and heavy cuts in pub- 
lic expenditure and declared that 
he intended to continue his ‘credit 
squeeze” which makes installment 
buying and borrowing from banks 
more difficult 

Butler said the government will 
back atomi¢e development and new 
inventions but will hold back 
sharply on new government build- 
ing and the defence program -vill 
be adjusted back to meet modern 
needs 

The debate showed that the Con 
servatives exuberance over vic 
tory in last spring's elections was 
tempered with anxiety over the 
economic situation 

One of the most violent attacks 
on government policy came from 
John Crabtree of the depressed 
Lancashire textile district 

Crabtree declared the industry 


competition from such places as 
India and Hong Kong which can 
undersell the British mills. 

He demanded tariff protection or 
a complete ban on “import of 
goods from all cheap Oriental la- 
bor sources,” and called on Peter 
Thorneycroft, president of the 
beard of trade, to take action or 
resign. 

George Kershaw said that in his 
north .ef England area the Con 
servatives are losing support every 
day. Even the government wasn't 
satisfied with the economic posi- 
tion, he said, and demanded: ‘Why 
on earth should we be asked to 
congratulate them?”

US. Farm Policy 
| Faces Challenge 
By Lone Woman

WASHINGTON (CP)—A 55-year. 
old Pennsylvania wheat farmer 
tucked a double-barrelled shotgun 
under her_arm recently and chal- 
lenged the United States govern- 
ment on one of the key provisions 
of its farm price-support prograni. 

Miss Elsie Mumma, who farms 
land pioneered by her ancestors in 
1624, threatened personal violence 
on government representa- 
tives who tried to enter hér land 
to measure the number of acres 
planted to wheat. They suspected 
she had over-planted 

The case, now before the courts, 
involves the U.S. wheat quota sys- 
tem, which .the spinster-farmer 
called “‘ungodly"’ but which the 
United States Supreme Court sev- 
eral times has ruled to be valid 
and within the competence of the 
administration 


MUST OBSERVE LIMIT 


Under the law, acreage allot- 
ments are required for six basio 
crops — wheat, cotton, corn, 
tobacco, peanuts and rice—except 
in times of emergency, such as 
war, when the secretary of agricul- 
ture may proclaim them null and 
void 

To obtain government price sup- 
ports, a- farmer must-stay within 
his acreage allotment. If he ex- 
ceeds it, all he loses is price sup- 
port. This means he must sell his 
crop en the open, unsupported 
market for whatever it will bring. 

But, in times of really big sur- 
pluses, the government can en- 
force its acreage allotments as a 
matter of law by imposing market- 
ing quotas, These have real teeth, 
with heavy penalties, and are the 
basic point at issue in the Mumma 
case 

When the total supply of one of 
five basic commodities—corn is 
exempted—reaches a point 35 per 
cent above. “normal” supply, the 
secretary of agriculture is required 
by law to proclaim marketing 
quotas. This is what Secretary 
Ezra Benson did last spring, when 
he determined that the July 1 
carryover of wheat would be in 
excess of 1,000,000,000 bushels— 
consumption, plus foreseeable ex- 
ports, for two full years 


ASSURED HIGHER MINIMUM 
To go into effect, these quotas 
must be approved by two-thirds 
of all eligible wheat growers in 
% states listed as “commercial 
wheat areas.’ The quotas, provid- 
ing for only 55,000,000 acres of 
wheat this year against 78,000,000 
in 194, were approved in a ref- 
erendum in June 

By accepting the quotas; far- 
mers obtained the government's 
guarantee that they would receive 
at least $1.81 a bushel for their 
wheat. Had they rejected quotas, 
price supports would have drop- 
ped to $1.19 a bushel 

The marketing quotas, based on 
an average yield of 20 bushels to 
the acre, are binding on every 
wheat farmer in the 36 commer- 
cial states, whether or not he 
wants them. When acreage allot- 
ments alone are in effect, the only 
penalty for over-planting is loss of 
price support. When quotas are in 
effect, the offending farmer also 
is subject to a penalty of 90% cents 
a bushel 

This penalty applies only to 
wheat. produced on excess acres. 
The government sends the farmer 
a bill. If he does not pay, the 
government moves to collect the 
penalty just as it does to collect 
back taxes 


MUST SHOW CARD 


Until an over-planted farmer 
pays his penalty, he cannot sell 
his wheat to anyone. This is 
enforced through a “marketing 
card” issued only to those who 
have complied with regulations. A 
wheat buyer always demands to 
seller's card. If he buys 
the buyer becomes liable for the 
farmer's penaity 

The government holds that far- 
mers like Miss Mumma, who 
don't like price supports and who 
over-plant, can break: the wheat 
market and wreck the co-operative 
effort of hundreds of thousands of 
farmers who support the govern- 
ment program 

Miss Mumma had an answer for 
the government men. who tried to 
estimate her production. “If they 
set foot on my land again,” she 
declared, “I'll shoot them, so help 


me God.”
